Mr. Eastman was the first speaker this. 
morning, and made it clear that he spoke | 
in his individual capacity, rather than 
as secretary of the Franchise League. 
He said the metropolitan district im- 
provement commission of two years ago 
presented to the Legislature a carefully 
thought out plan for a transfer of New 
Haven and Boston & Maine trains, with 
provision for a big Boston & Maine stor- 
age yard at South bay. This plan, pre- 
pared after long and careful study, re- 
ceived almost no consideration from the 
Legislature but now an effort is being 
made to rush through, in the closing days 
of the session, a still bigger proposition 
which has received no consideration from 
any public body. 

He said the matter should be referred 
to some competent tribunal for investi- 
gation, but he opposed the proposition 
of a joint board to consist of the rail- 
road commission, the transit commission, 
and the directors of the port of Boston, 
contendin: hc such a board, with thir- 
teen members, would be unwieldy. He 
proposed a special commission, to consist 
of the chairman of each of these boards 
with another member to be appointed Ly 
the mayor of Boston and a fifth by the 
Clamber of Commerce. This special 
board, he raid, should be instructed to 
gi thorough study to the matter, and 
to report its conclusions to the legis- 
lature next year. 

Mr. Eastman said he favored increas- 
ing powers of the railroad commission, 
and also expressed approval of the pro- 
posed addition of two members to that 
board. He read a letter written by Louis 
D. Brandeis to Governor Foss, in which 
the writer urged that there should be 
no legislation until the matter has been 
carefully investigated, and proposing 
that the construction of a tunnel under 
the city at the present time would be 
a serious mistake, because of Mr. Bran- 
deis’ belief that electrification is the 
most important problem now confront- 
ing the railroads. The letter pointed out 
that regardless of who should furnish 
the money for building the “tunnel, the 
railroads, and in the end the traveling 
public, must bear the burden, ‘and the | 
construction of such a tunnel would in- 
evitably mean postponement of other 
improvements which the public is de- 


Work has begun on the widening o 
Boylston street from Brookline Village 
to Cypress street.

The momentary nature of the 
Italian diversion in the Acgean 
sea and the grim unyielding policy 
of Turkey afford the groundwork 
for the following special review, 
which also throws light on the 
alertness of Austria.

LONDON—Although the storm center 
of the struggle in the near east has 
apparently shifted, for the moment, 
from the North African littoral to the 
rugged coast of Asia Minor, yet the 
change is and can only be for the mo- 
ment. As far as Italy, at any rate, is 
concerned, the matter must be settled 
in Tripoli, and not in the islands of the 
Aegean. 

Turkey’s serene imperturbability, her 
apparent unshakable determination to 
find her strength and salvation in the 
masterly and wunhesitating use of her 
natural rather than in any 
appeal to the more showy and valiant 
methods of warfare, is not without its 
influence on European opinion, In Italy 
the ardor-damping effect of this patient 
persistent “stone-walling” is every- 
where in evidence, and again and again 
the Italian press returns to the attack, 
striving by many cries of “coward and 
poltroon,” and by many a blow in the 
face with its journalistic gauntlet, to 
yoad their stolid immovable enemy into 
a more “soldierly” activity. All to no 
purpose however. Turkey knows her 
business. 

She not seek “cover herself 
with glory ” she seeks to preserve the in- 
tegrity of her dominions and she desires 
only to be let alone; and so when Italy 
bombards the mouth of the Dardanelles 
she silently closes them and to her ene- 
taunts of bitter derision she an- 
swers nothing. She simply holds up the 
shipping of Europe, explains her ac- 
tions to the powers—and waits.

benediction of many successive foreign 
ministers of the country concerned, 

At the moment, Vienna exercises her- 
self with the Balkans and Albania, and 
that not without reason for after full 
allowance has been made for the time 
of year, for the fact known only too well, 
as much in Vienna as in Constantinople, 
that in the spring “the Balkans on fire” 
is never a question of fact, but only of 
degree; after full allowance has been 
made for the almost inevitable reaction 
after Hadji Adil Bey’s mission in 
Albania and Macedonia, and for the very 
mixed feelings aroused by the conduct 
of the recent general election, the posi- 
tion of affairs affords ground for very 
careful watchfulness. 

Austrian anxiety is always easy to 
understand, anJ at the moment, in view 
of the steady persistent efforts of Bul- 
garia to assist the sevolutionaries in 
Macedonia and thus bring about the 
autonomy of that province of the Otto- 
man empire, it is more than ever under- 
standable. There are, indeed, many dis- 
quieting rumors in the air for Austria, 
as she looks down the narrow strip of 
the Sandjak of Novi Bazaar, away to 
the sea and the goal of her ambition— 
the port of Salonika.

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TYPEWRITERS BIG 
ALTO IN TRADE 
OF UNITED STATES 


This Country Leads World in 
Exportations of This Class 
of Godtis— Shipments of 
Other ‘Delicate Machinery 


HAS RAPID GROWTH 


WASHINGTON—The United States 
leads the world in the exportation of 
typewriters. In the single month of April 
its exports under that head exceeded 
$1,000,000 in value, as compared with 
$138,232 in April, 1897, while for the 
complete fiscal year which ends with 
June the total will be about $12,000,000, 
or eight times as much as in 1897, the 
earliest vear for which a separate rec- 
ord of this trade was made by the bu- 
reau of statistics. 

The growth in exports of typewriting 
machines has been steadily maintained 
during the 15 years covered by the offi- 
cial record. In 1897 the total exporta- 
tion was $1,453,117, in 1902 $3,332,191, 
in 1907 $6,274,439: and in 1912, as previ- 
ously stated, will ‘approximate $12,000,- 
000. From these figures it will be ob- 
served that this class of exports doubles 
in every five years. For the entire period 
from 1897 to 1912 the aggregate expor- 
tation of typewriters of domestic manu- 
facture has been 882,694,336, 

This rapid development in exports of 
typewriters is typical of many other in- 
trieately constructed and delicately ad- 
justed machines of American manufac- 
ture. Of cash registers, for example, the 
exports increased from $813,006 in 1900, 
the earliest available year, to approxi- 
mately $3,500,000 in the current fiscal 
year; scales and balances, from $381,886 
in 1897 to %),000,000; electrical appli- 


anees, including telegraph and telephone 
instruments, from $3,631,759 in 1902, the | 


}

first year in which a separate record was 
kept, to $11,000,000; sewing machines, | 
from $3,340,241 in 1897 to $10,000,000 ; | 
printing. preases, from $649,710 in 1897 


to $3,000,000, and machinery of all kind™, 


from $29,442,884 in 1897 to approxi- 
mately $115,000,000 in 1912, These fig- 
ures do not include automobiles, of which 
the year’s exports will amount to about 
$27,000,000; mowers and reapers, which 
will approximate $20,000,000, and 
threshers, which will approximate $4,- 
000,000, 

Most of the typewriters exported from 
the United States are sent to Europe, 
Where business and industry have long 
been in a state of high development. In 
certain of the newer communities, how- 
ever, such as Canada, Argentina and 
Australia, this class of manufactures 
finds a large and growing market. Bas- 
ing the figures for 12 months upon the 
1 months’ figures already compiled by 
the buregu of statistics of the department 
of commerce and labor, the exports of 
American typewriters to the United 
Kingdom will be between $2,500,000 and 
$3,000,000; to France, about $1,500,000. 
to Germany, approximately $1,300,000; 
to Russia in Europe, about $750,000; 
and to all other Europe, a little over 
$2 000,000, Nearly $1,000,000 worth will 
go to Canada; about $500,000 worth to 
Argentina, $300,000 worth to Mexico and 
Brazil, $400,000 worth to Australia and 
other British Oceania, $200,000 worth to 
the British Eaat Indies, $100,000 worth 
to Cuba and about $500,000 worth to 
various other countries located in every 
part of the civilized world. 

The extent to which American type- 
writers are finding favor, even in the 
great manufacturing centers of Europe 
as well as in less advanced parts of the 
world may be inferred from the growth 
in exports by countries in the period 
1897-12 covered by the official figures. 
Taking the 10 months ending with April, 
1807, and comparing the exports during 
that period with those of the correspond. 
ing months Of the current year, those to 
the United Kingdom increased from

“Exclusive of the west coast of 
United States. $2,000.000.000 is a 
servative estimate of the present annual 
imports of countries on the Pacific and 
Indian including Asia, Oceanica 
and Australia. The United States now 
does less than 10 per cent of this busi- 
ness, and such commodities as we do ex- 
port to these countries consist largely 
of flour and lumber and other raw ma- 
terials. Germany, Britain and 
France have been skimming the cream 
of the business resultant from the great 
purchasing power of such regions as Aus- 
tralia, Burma, Siam and the Dutch colo- 
nies, but, with that of the canal avail- 
able, eastern United States will ‘wake 
up’ to advantages of these markets. 

“Dedication of the Panama-Pacifice ex- 
position will be coincident with the for- 
mal international naval parade in Oc- 
tober, 1914, which will celebrate the reg- 
ular opening of the canal, which will be 
preceded by six months’ tryout of the 
pew waterway. It will be recalled that 
the Chicago world’s fair was dedicated 
simultaneously with a similar naval 
parade.” 

Concerning the Panama-Pacific exposi- 
tion and its financing, Mr. Moore says: 
“The expysition will epen Feb. 20, 1915. 
Its site will overlook the ‘Golden gate- 
way, and comprises 625 acres, of which 
73 acres have been reclaimed from marsh 
lands bordering the harbor. The water- 
front along this portion has been dredged 
to 35 feet, making a splendid permanent 
addition to the port’s docking facilities. 
As a whole, the people of California have 
rallied in a wonderful way to the finan- 
cial support of the forthcoming show. 

“The Exposition Company is capital- 
ized at $5,000,000, subscribed by public 
utility corporations and other public- 
spirited backers. The Southern Pacifie 
took $250,000 of our stock and the 
United railways %250,000. The city of 
San Francisco and the state of California 
are ‘each contributing $5,000,000, raised 
by sale of bonds, while counties of the 
state are securing nearly $7 000.000 for 
the exposition by taxes distributed over

single warship from the Mediterranean. 
He is also said to insist upon a warship 
being stationed in Egyptian waters. 
* It will be remembered that at the be- 
ginning of May a statement was issued 
from the admiralty describing the forth- 
coming redistribution of the fleet in home 
and Mediterranean waters. Contained in 
this announcement was the statement 
that in the course of the summer the 
present Mediterranean battle squadron 
| would be based on Gibraltar and formed 
into the fourth battle squadron. The 
constitution of Gibraltar as the head- 
quarters of the Mediterranean fleet is not 
likely to have been particularly palatable 
to Malta, and this fact should be taken 
into consideration when weighing the 
credibility of the report which has ema- 
nated from that source. 

In former times, before the conclusion 
of the entente with France, a strong 
Mediterranean fleet was an absolute ne- 
cessity, but of late years the conditions 
governing the distribution of the British 
fleet have radically changed. It has been 
possible to considerably reduce the Brit- 
ish naval strength in the Maditerranean 
and there is every reason to believe 
that the distribution of the British fleet 
has been carried out with the express 
concurrence of France. 

There is no doubt that the Turko-Ital- 
ian conflict hd@s raised conditions of con- 
siderable difficulty in the near East, and 
these are not without their influence on 
Egypt. In these circumstances the re- 


port that Lord Kitchener will demand the 


presence of a warship in Egyptian waters 
is intelligible, if for no other reason than 
the mora! effect which such an arrange- 
ment might be expected to introduce. 

The fact remains, however, that, pro- 
vided the command of the sea is secured, 
the question of British security in Egypt 
is essentially one for the land forces. It 
should be remembered also that the 
fourth battle squadron would, from its 
strategic position at Gibraltar, be able to 
give immediate assistance in home waters 
or in the Mediterranean, if naval com- 
binations in that sea should render its 
presence necessary or useful.

In 1897 the total value of those sent 
out of the country commercially was $1,453,170; ten years later 
the valuation had increased to $6,274,439, and this year it will prob- 
ably approximate $12,000,000. The exportation of computing 
machines, adding machines, etc., has grown in the same proportion.

It commands a ready 
market when out of the ground. - Everybody eats it; it is as staple 
as bread; there never is a great surplus of it; in some parts of the 
country the people who raise it are living in steam-heated homes 
and riding in the latest model automobiles; the price charged for 
it through the greater part of the year is frequently exorbitant 
because of its scarcity. 

Enough potatoes could easily be raised in the United States to 
supply the markets of the world, yet since last September the impor- 
tations of them into New York have amounted to 700,000 sacks; 
into Portland, Me. (not far from Aroostook county, the marvelous 
potato-producing district of the world), and into Boston, about 
650,000 sacks; and into Philadelphia, Baltimore and New Orleans 
quantities sufficient to bring the total importations up to 5,000,000 
sacks, the duties alone upon which amounted to some $3,500,000. 

From the standpoint of a country that is agitated morevor less 
continually by outcries against the high cost of living, and a country 
that could have produced these 5,000,000 sacks additionally in any 
one of its agricultural states, this reveals a very lamentable situa- 
tion. It shows clearly that the high cost of living is not due nearly 
so much to’ the trusts and combines and monopolies as to indifference 
to and neglect of the soil. The soil is ready and able to relieve the 
situation by doubling or quadrupling the present production of 
potatoes and other foodstuffs, and all that stands in its way is a 
lack of labor. ‘lens of thousands of young men, on the other hand, 
are being taught that the opportunities that came to their grand- 
fathers and their fathers are denied them, that capitalism is defraud- 
ing them of their chances of acquiring competence and independence. 
They prefer working for a low wage in town and city to working 
for themselves in the fields. They are looking for the return of 
opportunities that have passed them, rather than taking advantage 
of opportunities that are knocking at their doors. 

Why don’t they turn their backs upon the overcrowded towns 
and cities and their faces toward the farms? Why don’t they 
relieve the pressure upon the workshops, stores and factories and 
go out into the country where there is elbow room and breathing 
room and opportunity? Why don’t they raise potatoes as a begin- 
ning and thus obtain the start that they despair of obtaining in the 
congested industrial centers? Why?

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A project for making the use of newspa- 
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find their principal market in Europe where, as the bulletin says, 
“business and industry have long been in a state of high develop- 
ment.” That is to say, there is greatest demand for these time 
and labor-saving machines in countries where business has become 
thoroughly systematized. Nevertheless, there is a large and grow- 
ing market for them in Canada, Argentine and Australia, as, of 
course, there is throughout the United States. The figures show 
how rapidly the individual countries have been accepting these 
“Yankee notions” in recent years. 

Similarly, there is a constant and rapid growth in the demand 
abroad for all kinds of delicate machinery manufactured in this 
country—for electric appliances of every description, for telegraph 
and telephone instruments, for cash registers, for printing presses, 
automobiles and agricultural implements. The United States now 
exports annually sewing machines to the value of $10,000,000, 
printing presses to the value of $3,300,000, automobiles to the value 
of $20,000,000, mowers and reapers to the value of $20,000,000. 
Not including the two last named items the value of machinery of 
the character indicated exported by the United States has increased 
trom $29,442,884 in 1897 to about $115,000,000 in 1912. 
This is a very satisfactory showing, and all the more so because 
the increase in American exportations in any one line is invariably 
accompanied by an increase of importations in another line. Thus 
exchange goes on and all the world is benefited by the activity.

Commissioner Sned- 
den is quite right. <A rightly planned and administered school cur- 
riculum would find masters, teachers and pupils taking far more 
direct and discriminating interest in the newspaper than they now 
show. Children need to be taught to select this kind of material 
as much as they do how to make dresses or make tool chests, or 
rightly to discriminate between good and bad fiction. 

There seldom is that apt cooperation between journalists and 
educators of a community which might make each group far more 
serviceable to the other than is now usually the case. The journalist
